The prospect of bringing the 
di ion of the Manchurian 
problem to another stage in it 
chequered caicer at Geneva has 
stimulated renewed speculation 
in the cables, There is again 
talk of a breakdown of. the 
League, Hints are thrown out 
that this or that decision will be 
unpalatable to Japan. Mr. 
Punch, with that happy, malice- 
free, humour which makes his 
political comment so arresting, 
has lately pictured the League 
‘as a school-mistress, pointing to 
the Lytton Report on the black- 
board and confronted by a@ 
pleasantly but firmly protesting 
schoolboy, Japan, who says “If 
you go on calling me a naughty 
boy, I shall leave the class"—or 
words to that effect. Recent de- 
yelopments round the Great Wall 
have revived a positive orgy of 
guessing regarding future events 
in Jehol and Peking. The ob- 
scurity veiling Japanese inten. 
tions has encouraged the im- 
agination to. work overtime, 
While it may be freely admitted 
that the Japanese themselves 
may be no surer of the co 
sequences of their latest actions 
than they seemed to be thi 
time last year in Manchuria it- 
self, it is quite possible to be- 
lieve that reports of their 
favouring a revival of the 
Dragon Throne in Peking are as 
novel to them as to the ingenious 
sponsors of so mechanical an 
extension of Mr. Henry Pu Yi's 
recovered prominence. They 
probably are well aware of the 
fact that, while nothing, is im- 
possible in China, there are 
many solid reasons for refusing, 
just now at all events, to sub- 
stitute romance for the prosaic 
actualities of present-day politi- 
cal thought in this country. All 
this embroidery of the topic 
which is absorbing attention in 
the Far East and those who are 
staging the Far Eastern drama 
at Geneva, is attractive as em- 
It is unsatisfying in 
other respects. It seems to take 
the mind away from the funda- 
‘mental issues which are vital to 
the League and to the nations 
composing the League. Even if 
the hostilities in the Shanhai- 
kuan area should presently de- 
velop yet another political up- 
heaval in the North and a dram- 
atic disturbance of the existing 
conditions, they would in them- 
selves be ‘negligible beside con- 
sideration of the main problem 
now before Geneva. 

Sir John Simon, in no uncer- 
tain terms, last month, asserted 
the faith of Great Britain; 

* ‘Wve must stand by the prine 

ciples: of the League and muxt 

promote conciliation.’ 
M. Paul-Boncour, who, since 
then, has become Premier of 
France, had preceded Sir John 
in reaffirming France's adher- 
ence to the Covenant. France 
has recently given yet another 
emphasis to that loyalty. The 
Covenant of the League, in fact, 
as Sir John Simon character- 
ically observed is the con- 
stitutional law of the Great 
Powers as well as of the smaller 
States. Japan has vigorously 
asserted her belief in the Lea- 
gue, in spite of fitful semi- 
official utterances which have 
inspired Mr. Punch’s gentle 
satire quoted above. The Lytton 
Report has provided the League 
with valuable data on which 
conciliation can be based. This 
wealth of profession and avowal 
should give due scope for states- 
manship. There should be no 
hesitation in bracing the League 
up to the responsibilities of its 
position. Those who have vitw- 
ed the oratorical struggle - at 
Geneva as some sort of a sport- 
ing spectacle, which will es-

tablish either the turpitude of 
Japan or the moral delinquenc- 
ies of China, must be allowed to 
take their pleasures in their own 
way. ‘Their discomfiture or de- 
Hight is quite irrelevant to the 
main issue. Nor is the question 
lof the League's badness or good- 
ness to be determined by any 
prolongation of the contest. The 
League is being tested but, so 
long as it holds fast to the prin- 
ciples of its Covenant, its failure 
{to solve the Manchurian problem 
is not really the crucial factor 
its case. Composed as it is 
Jof four-fifths of what is to-day 
known as civilisation, it is e 
pected by means of its member- 
ship to vindicate that civilisa- 
tion's fundamental creed, which, 
to reiterate the words’ of Sit 
John Simon is based on the “con- 
stitutional law” of the Covenant. 
Not lightly did the Foreign 
[Secretary make that statement. 
He knew, as one of the foremost | 
lawyers of the day and as the 
Ichief spokesman abroad of a ni 
tion, then about to give historic 
proof of its belief in the sanctity’ 
of contracts, that the League] 
must, for the sake of the civilisa- 
tion which it so largely represent- 
ed, stand firm for the security of 
international agreements. 


Lord Lytton has said that the 
League is the life-line of civilisa- 
tion; and the lifeline of the 
League is that respect for the| 
signed and sealed agreements| 
solemnly reached between its} 
members. That is why’ the Re-| 
port of the Commission over| 
which Lord Lytton presided laid! 
so much stress on the need for} 
arriving at a modus _vivendi 
rather than on the formulation 
of indictments. Conciliation is a| 
word which ean be misused, The 
only form of conciliation which| 
the League can take into account, 
must safeguard the world against| 
disregard of pledges and pacts. 
Otherwise there is danger of! 
gradual or perhaps rapid disinte- 
gration of the whole fabric which 
distinguishes the 
to-day from the inchoate mass} 
of peoples of ages now deemed re- 
mote and outgrown. Sir John 
Simon's return to his own coun-| 
try to-day, after @ recovery from 
the strain of his recent ‘illness,| 
provided an object-lesson to those| 
who are viewing next week's dis- 
cussions at Geneva with imperfect! 
ppreciation of the issues at| 
stake. His aeroplane, arriving] 
over a befogged England, had to| 
cirele hovering above the aero-| 
drome until guiding rockets were| 
fired to lead it safely to the| 
ground. Too thickly has the 
fog of apprehension, prejudice, 
alarm and mistrust, be 
shrouding the council chamber 
Jat Geneva. Rockets are need- 
ed to clear the way to the 
solid ground of observance of| 
good faith and international con-| 
cord. Whatever measures may 
be necessary in the long run to 
assist Japan and China—separate- 
ly or together—to arrive at the 
solution of their own special] 
difficulties, they are not the 
urgent concern of the League. 
‘What is urgent is an early ges- 
ture of self-confidence in the 
shape of practical allegiance to 
the Covenant. This implies no 
adoption of punitive action 
against one party or the other. 
It simply means consolidation of 
jal members of the League in a 
solemn determination to make fast 
that lifeline which is in peril of| 
being lost. Diversion of the} 
lenergies of the delegates to ar- 
fgument and counter-argument 
regarding the merits ‘of the 
claims of the two parties to the 
dispute is apt to degenerate into 
Ja dissipation of strength sadly 
required for the cementing of 
Iworld relationships. Unless the 
drifting of the League's barque 
is checked by the firm hand 
lof a helmsman who rerceives the 
danger of being carried out of 
the, charteg course, catastrophe 
is inevitable. Tt. will not be 

fatastrophe, for China or. for 
Japan exclusively but a catas- 
ftrophe stretching far beyond the 
lken of Changehun, Nanking or 
Shanhaikuan. It will be nothing 
less than the break-up of the 
Jworld as constituted to-day. 
For, without faith in the word’ 
land the bond of 2 nation, civil-|

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poise. That and nothing else is 
the main issue at Geneva; be- 
side it the rights and wrongs of 
the Manchurian problem, the de- 
fects or beneficence of the Lea- 
Jgue, the wisdom or folly of the 
Powers are as naught.

AN EASY DESCENT

Manchukuo, including prospec- 
tively the fourth North-Eastern 
Province of Jehol, is, according 
to Japanese | views, established 

‘When Man- 
inaugurated on 
Mareh 9, Jehol was included in 
‘the area of the new State. 
Although careful reference to 
‘the Lytton Report and the docu- 
ments annexed thereto euggest 
‘that Japanese claims to Man- 
churia have been considered as 
relating exclusively to the Three 
North-Eastern Provinces, it is 
only fair to note that the 
[Japanese Assessor impressed on 
the Commission of Inquiry that 
the maintenance of order in 
Jehol was “a matter of internal 
policy for Manchukuo.” He 
went’on to add that Japan could 
not be indifferent to the situ 
tion in Jehol in view of the im- 
portant role played by her “in 
‘the maintenance of peace and 
order in Manchuria and Mon- 
"And the Commission 
t pains to note the close 
association maintained by the 
Leagues of Chaota and Chosatu 
in Jehol with the Banners in 
Fengtien. General Tang Yu- 
in, the Governor of Jehol, was 
represented as being in touch 
with his “colleagues in Man- 
churia.” Nor should it be for- 
gotten that the Mongols of Jehol 
do not take kindly to Chinese 
overlordship. ‘They probably 
have no little sympathy with the 
movement which seeks, by the 
formation of an independent 
Mongol state based on Barga, 
to counter the influence of 
the 3,000,000 Chinese settlers 
in Jehol. ' It may be ques- 

joned whether these aspira- 
jons accord with a desire 
to be incorporated in Man- 
chukuo. ‘The most that can be 
id for Japanese policy is that 
it has not concealed the pro- 
bability of an eventual severance 
of Jehol from China as the direct 
outcome of the creation of Man- 
chukuo anq the intention to up- 
hold that State as an accomplish- 
ed fact. In the face of Jehol’s 
Jown history and the present 
relations existing between Gen- 
eral Tang Yu-lin and, through 
Marshal Ohang Hsuel 
Government of | China 
King, it is hardly possible to 
ignore the Chinese view that 
extension of Japanese action into 
JJehol constitutes a clear breach 
Jof China's integrity, as under- 

‘ood by the Treaty of Washi 
ton. This does not raise any 
issue which has not been pro- 
minently to the fore ever since 
September 18, 1931. It merely 
emphasises the dynamic as dis- 
‘tinct from the static nature of 
the problem now before the 
League. 

‘The peace of the Far East, as 
devise by Japan, now depends 
on acquiescence’ in Japanese 
control of the North. Whether 
she is actually forced, against 
Iher will, to occupy ‘territory 
south of the Great Wall or 
merely contents herself with the 
absorption of Jehol in Man- 
chukuo, she intends that, what 
ever ‘administration ‘directs 
affairs in Peking shall be sub- 
servient to her influence. That 
puts the situation bluntly, but it 
seems to be the only pratical 
interpretation of the line now be- 
ing taken. The Government of 
China at Nanking can be in no 
doubt on that point at least. It 
‘can also console itself with the 
thought—if the consolation has. 
any value—that, with the com- 
plete unveiling of Tokyo's policy, 
it is no longer necessary to be 
lover-apologetic for past sins of 
lomission and commission which 

ave Japan good. ground for 
impatience. It is exceedingl 
difficult now to urge that 

China ‘had paid better attenti 
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to Japanese grievances in Man- 
churia, this upheaval would not 
have occurred. The magnitude 
lof Japan's descent on Chinese 
soil is due to the fact that, owing 
to conditions elsewhere, it could 
be contemplated and” effected 
[without fear of obstruction from 
those heavily pre - occupied 
Powers with whom she was sup- 
posed to have been working on 
ldefinitely agreed lines of policy 
ever since 1922, Leaving to 
the authorities" at Nanking 
the task of deciding their own 
response to this change in the 
Far East—a responsibility 
which they have to discharge 
with due regard to the uncertain- 
ty of the North, the chronic 
particularism of the South 
and the fluidity of the situa- 
tion in the West—it is neces- 
sary for the League of Nations 
to note the implications of what 
is clearly a threat to its own 
stability. It is also proper for 
the European Powers and the 
United States of America who 
lare signatories to the Washing- 
ton Treaty with Japan to take 
stock, The integrity of China 
guaranteed in that ‘Treaty has 
been seriously affected by recent. 
levents. The guarantees are no 
longer of equal value and their 
re-assessment, if only for pur- 











poses of historical record, is 
jclearly indicated. 
Unless the Lytton Report, 





with scrupulous regard for 
the principles of fairplay, can be 
Tmade the basis of the League's 
definite decisions on this grave 
issue between Japan and China,| 
the time will come for a full 
acceptance of the changed posi- 
tion. Japan may successfully 
reject all attempts at modification 
of her present thesis. If that |?) 
‘event comes to pass there should 
‘be no camouflage of its signific: 
ance. It may imply a conviction| 
that, in the long run, circut 
stances will prove to Tokyo that 
Japan cannot make the armed 
argument an instrument for her 

peaceful entrenchment in Chinese 
territory. It should, however, be} 
demonstrated that such an instru- 
ment is used without the approval 
of any other nation and at the 
peril of the user. At the same 
time jt naturally follows that the 
‘process of saddling China. with 
blame for incurring the penalties 
of her weakness must be pro-| 
foundly modified. Logic demands 
that, if Japan is to be freed from 
obligations destroyed by her 
sword, China must also be 
absolved from the charge of con- 
tributory. negligence.

19th Route Army was cstablished 
in Fukien; the success of its 
control will perhaps be assess- 
able during the year, Mr. T.

fment may become in the light of 
recent events. Autumn's trouble 
in Shantung has subsided with 
General Han Fu-chu in peaceful 
leontrol, his weaker opponent 
hhaving'been removed from the 
scene to another province, Sx 
chuen has given lurid evidence 
of the indifference of its war- 
lords to the sufferings of the 
people and the perplexities of 
Nanking. It is asserted that 
Szechuen is ready to repent; 
hhope of that repentance taking 
practical shape is livelier than 
belief in a sudden _ transform 
tion, especially as Szechuen hi 
































“|been taxed for over a decade in 


advance. ‘There remains Canton 
where, if anything, the spirit of 
separatism has grown rather 
than decreased in recent month: 
Any Government, in such 

case, would deserve sympathy. 
‘The possession of wisdom and 
sincerity of purpose beyond all 
dispute would hardly suffice to 
keep an administration free from 
anxiety over so grave an issue 
that developed in the North. 
Giving Nanking allowance for a 
reasonable amount of political 
and moral defects, it is easy to 
perceive that the task before it is 
extremely baffling. ‘The normal 
state of a country of Chin 
mensity would make acute per- 
ception of the intricacies of the 
political situation difficult to 
bring home to the people. When 
to this geographical obstacle is 
added the natural indifference of 
one province to the woes of the 
other, to say nothing of the 


















absence here of a really 
cohesive national sentiment 
capable of rising superior to 


personal prejudices, the Gove 
ment’s position becomes all the 
more unenviable.  Unbiassed 
observers, indeed, would be pre- 
pared to marvel that any dire 
tion of policy had been effected 
at all. For, while at Geneva, 
Dr. Wellington Koo and Dr. W. 
W. Yen have been able with 
considerable success to act 
the spokesmen ‘of China, the 
ernment has had to 'face, 
frithin the borders of its nominal 
control, frequent demonstrations 
lof recusancy. In guiding foreign 
policy it has been, on the one 
hand, assailed by a chauvinism 
which is quite incapable of 
honouring its own bonds and, on 
the other, obstructed by a placid 
indifference exploitable by ene- 
mies within and without alike. 
If, for example, it listened to the 
fiery counsels of Canton,-whence 
it could draw material support of 
no“ kind whatever, it would 
inevitably precipitate a clash to 
the probable loss of that little 
nominal ascendancy which it 
commands in the North, Its 
own knowledge of the futility of 
attempting to organise armed 
resistance on an adequate scale 
to the Japanese threat is fortified 
by the representations of finan- 
cial interests on which it has 
‘greatly to rely. Tt cannot neglect 
‘this reality ane yet it has to 
placate. the resentment of 
aniother section which looks only. 
ito the physical significance of 
Ithe invasion and ignores the 
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ethical factors which made that 
invasion possible, . 
Granted that’ resistance to 
foreign invasion is the mark of 
a Government possessing na- 
tional authority, it must be clear 
to Nanking that the first step is 
to make sure that that authority 
exists beyond doubt. ‘the 
present condition of China the 
next step would be, not to launch 
a military campaign but rather, 
‘by consolidation of the national 
resources, to reduce the target: 
for further outside attack. It 
may be surmised that ‘this 
thought was in the Government's 
mind when it outlined last year 
its new policy of _ passive 
tolerance toward separatist 
‘Out of this policy 
may be bo: lefinite develop- 
ment of provincial or regional 
autonomy which, when the early 
stages of self-assertion have 
been successfully passed, can 
produce a clear understanding 
of the roles of the provinces and 
the central government in 
national ai ‘Those who are 
inclined to become doleful over 
the reluctance of the provinces 
remote from Nanking to conform 
to a centralised system of finance 
may be consoled by two 
thoughts: the first is that such 
an attitude is inherent in any 
combination of states differing 
in their traditions, standards of 
living and ethnological com- 
position; the second is that 
divergence of opinion, as between 
provinces and provinces and as 
between the provinces and the 
central authority, is bound to be 
more acute when economic condi- 
tions are at their worst. This 
view must be modified by atten- 
tion to the special characteristics 
of Chinese internal politics, At 
‘the centre there is a body of men 


























who, on the whole, are highly 
jealous of China's ‘internatjonal 
status. They have their own 





defects of ungovernable self: 
interest, in greater or less di 
than those prevalent in politic 
life elsewhere. Generally, how- 
ever, they aim at developing a 
‘sane national policy. Yet they 
are heavily ‘handicapped by. the 
smallness of the appeal which 
such a policy makes to the bulk 
of the country. The further the 
fewer might be a frivolous 
description of this tendency. 
‘Dhere are Chinese observers, for 
example, who are supremely 
indifferent to the pangs of the 
alleged humiliation arising from 
the North. In the North itsel 
there are the germs of a senti- 
ment which, out of sympathy 
with southern aspirations, is 
quite prepared to secure stability 
under the aegis of a vigorous 
Japan, accepting perhaps a 
picturesque revival of dynastic 
dreams as a sop to national 
pride, In the South where the 
‘spectre of Manchukuo is dim, 
there is a self-sufficiency which 
would talk of the five South- 
tern Provinces (Kuantung, 
Kuangsi, Yunnan, Kueichow and 
Szechuen) and ' look to the 
creation of a Canton-directed 
State, regardless of the tribula- 
tions of Nanking. These are the 
plain difficulties of the situation 
as confronted by the Government 
to-day. That they are capable 
of effective treatment no-one 
would deny. The Government's

Its 
however, depends on the 
exorcise of a vast amount of 





patience, tact and assiduity—the 
cardinal points of statesmanship. 
No spectacular move is feasible. 
"The Government, so long as it 
perseveres in observing those 
principles, will or ought to 
command ‘the sympathy of all 
reasonable people. ‘But the im- 
mensity of the task cannot be 
ignored. It is nothing less than 
the search for a real China, amid 
the welter of contradictory and 
confusing divagations. 











‘INDIAN INDIA

‘The peculiar status of that one- 
third of the area of the Indian 
Empire, known as Indian India 
or the territories of the Indian 
States, is worth examination at 
this time when the small but 
important Rajput State of Alwar 
is in-the throes of an agitation 








which has partly an economi 
land partly a communal basis: 
The accentuation of the comi- 
munal problem in India as the 
advance towards _self-goveru- 
ment proceeds has been fre- 
lquently noted. Nowhere has 
this been more remarkable than 
jin Indian States. Even in those 
States where the rulers had 
under their sway large numbers 
of subjects of a different 
religious belief from their own, 
it was in the past commonly 
noted that the communal tension, 
always present or under the 
surface in British India, was 
leonspicuous by its absence. 
Although erities of the British 
[Government professed to see in 
this some inherent defect of the 
Raj, the truth was that the exis- 
tence in the States of an auto 
leratic system prevented the 
communal virus from becoming 
Jactive. The development of a 
Jauasi-democratic policy in 
British India naturally aroused 
currents of popular fe 

‘which, sooner or later, were 
bound to play on the subjects of 
{Indian States. It is not unfair, 
too, to suggest that the political 
agitation against the British 
Raj was designedly, if mis 
chievously, extended to contact 
with the Indian States in order 
to influence the Princes whose 
innate conservatism might be 
considered, rightly or wrongly, 
to be a bar to constitutional 
progress. And, on the principle 
fof searching for the most pro- 
mising soil for the cultivation of 
unrest, it was convenient to 
concentrate attention on those 
[States where traditional religious 
differences or patent economic 
larievances could be exploited. 
Paradoxically too this agitation 
foceasionally took the form of 
‘opposition to redress which the 
Paramount Power might be 
reluctantly moved to attempt in 
States where misrule was parti- 
ularly notorious. So, when Lord 
Reading as Viceroy, after due 
inquiry, permitted the Maharaja 
of Nabl fe in order to 
put an end to flagrant tyranny, 
the cause of the virtually de- 
posed ruler was energetically 
lespoused—to the dismay of his 
former subjects—by many of 
the leading Indian politicians, 
desirous of seizing any pretext 
for assailing the good faith of 
the Government of India. ‘The 
Maharaja himself, perceiving the

As_ the 
territorial delimitation of the 
States is seldom marked by 
geographical boundaries and 
there js much intricate dovetail- 
ing into the provinces of British 
india (the main lines of com- 
munication constantly pass in 
and out of State territory) this 
apparent breach in the doctrine 
fof independence is a practical 
necessity in the interests of both 
parties. 

‘The Indian States have no 
relations with Foreign Powers 
land no responsibility for external 
defence. They maintain, as far 
fas their. individual resources 
permit, troops, known in the 
mass as Indian State Forces, 
for the preservation of internal 
order. Gertain of these Forces 
fare in a special category of 
lapproved efficiency and can, at 
the wish of their Rulers, 'co- 
loperate with the Army in India 
jn external defence. Many of 
them served overseas in the 
IGreat War and, as noted recently, 
the Alwar State Infantry was 
included in the British forces 
fwhich took part in the Boxer 
Expedition for the relief of 
Peking in 1900. To assist the 
Princes in training and equip- 
ping their troops, British Officers, 
lof the Indian Army are lent to 
them as advisers and of the 
headquarters of the Government 
lof India is a senior British 
Officer, known as the Military 
[Adviser-in-Chief who generally 
directs the work of the 
fadvisers and ie available for 
consultation on major questions 
lof military policy by the Indian 
States in which he regularly 
tours. It will thus be seen, 
from this very cursory review 
lof the constitutional position, 
that the relations between the 
Government of India and the 
Indian States, although admitted- 
ly cordial asa rule, based as 
they are on a long’ record of 
splendid loyalty, are exceedingly 
delicate.

mong our people at the present 
ime that the whole Settlement of 
1923 was a vast error and a great 
wrong to the British people” 
Mr. Baldwin, as responsible for 
‘that settlement, has been singled 
lout for bitter ‘attack by a cer- 
tain section of the press which 
is controlled by Lord Beaver 
brook and by Lord Rothermere. 
Moreover, Mr. Lloyd George, 
perhaps out of a desire to prove 

is own “unvarying prescience” 
to use the “phrase of the 
Parliamentary Correspondent of 
“The Times”—as well asa 
constitutional dislike of Mr.

bad. “Mr. Baldwin has been

ed the bracketed comment of 
the Commons as-—“Loud and 
prolonged cheers.” Sir- Robert 
left the press attacks alone, He 
went for the bigger game. He 
showed that Mr. Lloyd George 
himself was virtually a party to 
the Settlement although actually 
Mr. Baldwin made it as Chan- 
celior of the Exchequer in the 
Bonar Law Government. Just 
before that Government replaced 
the Coalition Government of 
which Mr. Lloyd George was the 
Prime Minister, the latter had 
[decided to send Sir Robert Horne 
to America ta make a Debt 
[Settlement, payments to the 
American ’ Government having 
been resumed at the rate of 
£50,000,000 annually, the first 
half-year’s instalment being 
made in October 1922. Mr. Lloyd! 
George and his colleagues had 
firmly supported the idea that 
some settlement should be reach- 
led. “It was only the acci

Fortunately Sir Robert Horne, 
with all his knowledge of the 
Cabinet discussions, over which 
Mr. Lloyd George had presided, 
was in America almost at the 
same time as Mr. Baldwin. 
Moreover Lord Burnham, no 
mean judge of public opinion 
and a man of wide know- 
ledge of affairs, was also 
in New York. ‘Lord Burn- 
ham after careful study of Press 
views in the printed page and by 
those extensive personal contacts 
which, as a newspaper propri 
tor he could command, told Sir 
Robert Horne that Great Britain 
‘could not get any better terms 
‘and had better accept them. Sir 
Robert Horne’s American friend 
many of whom, it is gathered, 
disliked the stringency of the 
terms demanded of Great Britain, 
were still of the opinion that 
Great Britain had better accept 
“less worse befall”. Leniency 
‘was not popular in America. 
Auckland Geddes, the | Br 
‘Ambassador had exactly the same 
impression and Sir Robert Horne 
made the interesting revelation 
that, he, Lord Burnham and Sir 
Auckland were so apprehensive 
over the feeling engendered in 
‘America by the report that the 
British Treasury was difficult, 
‘that they cabled to Mr. Bonar 
Law telling him that in. their 
view no better terms could be ob- 
tained. ‘They were clearly and 
rightly influenced by the know- 
legge that the Debt Funding 
Commission had prescribed a 
minimum rate of interest of 4% 
per cent., and payment within 25 
years—an obligation of £65,000,- 
{000 annually, while Mr. Baldwin 
had succeeded in obtaining ap- 
proval for 8 per cent. in the first 
ten years and 33 per cent, there- 
after, the rate of payment being 
20,000,000 a year for 60 years. 
Sir Robert modestly admitted to 
the House of Commons that, he, 
Lord Burnham, Sir Auckland and 
‘Mr. Baldwin may all have been 
“fools.” He maintained, how 
ever, that after ten years it was 
hardly decent to direct pro- 
pagandist attacks on Mr. Baldwin 
‘on that account. It is to be hoped 
that Mr. Lloyd George, who made 
but the most perfunctory reply, 
will realise the force of this con- 
clusion. Not that it is likely to 
appeal ‘to the instigators of the 
press attacks on Mr. Baldwin, 
‘hey are inspired by ‘the ven- 
detia which Lord Rothermere and 
Lord Beaverbrook have conducted 
against him over Empire Crusad~ 
ing, India, Ottawa and many 
other’ subjects suitable for the 
chastisement of a man who re- 
fuses to believe that dictation to 
Parliament or to Cabinets or to 
Prime Ministers or to Presidents 
of the Council by Peers who pro.

FREEDOM UNWANTED

Belief-in the power of the 
Press is so prevalent that, ex- 
¢ept to journalists who ‘have 
Jearnt to be mildly sceptical on 
the point, it may come as a 
surprise ‘to find newspapers 
asking to be protected against 
themselves. It will be recalled 
that, when the Act restricting 
the ‘reporting of divorce court 
eases was on the stocks, re- 
presentative organisations of the 
newspaper trade and of pro- 
fessional journalists definitely 
welcomed’ the proposal that 
Parliament should deliberately 
breach the doctrine of the liberty 
‘of the press by prescribing the 
limits of publicity given to the 
evidence, albeit in open court, 
taken in’ divorce cases. Now it 
will be seen that English news- 
papers have told the Royal 
Commission on Lotteries ang 
Betting that they would welcome 
a law which forbade the publica. 
tion of news concerning illegal 
Jotteries. It is admitted that 
newspapers are not the autocra- 
tie ministers to public opinion 
ho often imagined. Against their 
will they are induced to give 
space to matter which, in the 
interests of the public, they—no 
less than the same public—feel 
were better ignored. It 
argued that this impli 
cognition of the lowness of 
Journalistic standards, for plain- 
ly the ideal is that a newspaper, 
in maintaining the liberty on 
which the Press lays so much 
stress, should be able to decide 
such issues solely on the ground 
of public interest. Journalist 
are not inclined to be depressed 
on that account. They know 
that, speaking generally, decent 
tonduct in their profession is 
not only the most pleasing 
criterion to follow; it is also the 
most profitable, For all. thei 
assumption of _infallibility- 
delicious fiction which deceives 
no-one—newspapers are human. 
‘They reflect human weakness 
and) human limitations. ‘They 
¢annot therefore be free of the 
herd-instinct. So the British 
public, for example, js told that 
even "The Times” has lately 
deen forced against its will, by 
the mere pressure of competition, 
to publish the lists of the draw 
in the Irish Sweepstake—an 
enterprise which is so contrary 
to the law of the land that the 
Post Office has taken elaborate 
‘and not. unsuccessful measures 
to restrict its operations. 

‘The , inconsistencies of the 
British’ law regarding gambling 
have led to the appointment, of 
the Royal Commission. It is too 
readily assumed, however, that 
the inapplicability of the law to 
moiern conditions will give rise 
to the conclusion that restri 
tions are likely to be relaxed: 
The prompt issue by the Com- 
mission of an interim report to 
deal with the menace of 
totalisator clubs goes far to 
refute this 
Nor should it be forgotten that 
‘the hackneyed insistence by pro- 
pagandists on the antiquity of 
certain anti-gambling laws, as if, 
by the mere effluxion of time, 
those laws had lost their social 
Deneficence, is in essence nothing 
more than a quibble. An old 
law may require adjustment to 
the needs of the day; its mere 
age is rather a testimony to its 
worth than a proof of | its 
imbecility. Otherwise the Com- 
mon Law might be scrapped and 
a hard-worked Parliament bur- 
ened with the need of pro- 
pounding a new legal code every 
other decade. On this problem 
of gambling much misapprehen- 
sion has arisen and the path of 
the reformer has been obstructed 
owing to the intrusion of what 
may, without offence it is hoped, 
be termed the extreme instran- 
Bigeance of the “unco guid.”

Neither habit in itself, is in- 
fherently harmful.

Abstention from it may be 
praiseworthy and is, in fact, the 
considered practice of certain 
Jereeds—notably that of Islam.

Iment of the grape which inspired 
Omar Khayyam, who was a 
better poet than ‘a Moslem and a 
better philosopher perhaps th: 
poet. Yqt many countries to- 
day recognise the importance of 
subjecting the drink traffic to 
‘governmental control of one kind 
lor another. Thtis policy would 
be more freely supported if 
advocates of temperance were 
inclined to be temperate in their 
desire to curb human indulgence. 
They consistently overlook the 
fact that, while many a man may 
be the worse for liquor, there 
jare many more who might retort 
with a once admonished but 
highly efffcient official of a cer- 
tain Service “On the contrary, 
Sir, the better.” The stern facts 
lof modern life, with its ever- 
creasing demands on the 
juman frame, and, be it added, 
the marked’ improvement in 
social habits, apply a suitable 
lcorrective to those who abuse a 
stimulant which has been 
honoured in poetry and prose 
from time immemorial. 
Discriminating control, allied 
to this moral improvement, will 
be readily endorseq by ‘most 
people as the proper mean. It 
enables man to prevent a 
pleasant habit from becoming an 
lunpleasant vice, although the 
better rates accorded by life in- 
surance companies to teetotal- 
ers suggest that perfect control 
has yet to be secured. As with 
drink so with gambling: noth- 
ing can be more injurious 
to human welfare than unres-

It, is notoriously productive of 
etime and untold family misery. 
Yet who would agree that any 
effort at eliminating it altogether 
from the ordinary transaction:

‘The chief 
consideration which presents 
itself to the minds of those who 
ldesire to suppress—not gambling 
but the crime directly stimulated 
by undue indulgence in gambling 
is that of making such facili- 
s strictly accord with gambl- 
means. It is obvious that 
st as tendencies to extravag- 
fance in ordinary expenditure are 
regulated by the operation of the 
commercial law of credit and 
it, 30 should the human 
ldesire to exploit the vagaries of 
the turn of a coin, the speed of 
fa hhorse, the incidence of num- 
bers, be brought into relation 
lwith the resources individually 
available.” Rough and ready 
must be the attempt at such 
regulation, To press the matter 
to its logical extreme: it may be 
lquite unfair to prevent the poor 
from going to the limit in 
testing the favour of fortune. Tt 
may be just as unfair to allow 
the rich man to plunge till even 
ithe purse of Fortunatus has been 
lemptied. Practical considera- 
tions, however, make it con- 
venient to take into account the 
difference between the man who 
is used to dollars and him who 
Iknows only copper cents. There 
is a tendency to believe thift too 
benevolent despotism in the law 
is bad for the community.

In his pleasant, old-world offices 
in the former Silk Temple inside the 
North Lake, Park (Pei Hai) of the 
former Imperial (City, ‘Dr. Li Chi, 
‘the director of the -archwoiogical 
section of the Academia Sinica, was|

CHINA'S COAL 
DEPOSITS 


Rich Source of Hilden Wealth 
Awaiting Development 


Coal is formed by the pressure of 
the ‘earth's surface on decayed 
vegetable matter. There is little 
doubt that the coalfields of to-day 
‘was once the site of forest land 
‘many years ago, probably near the 
mouth of a. river. During the 
course of centuries, this forest land 
has gradually subsided and been 
covered up by the silt brought down 
by the river. ‘The decayed vege: 
table matter, having had oxygen 
expelled from it, has been changed 
by physical process and by the com- 
pression of the earth’s surfa 
‘carbon.
